SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.—Crit- 
ics of the New Deal were challenged 
today by Postmaster General James 
A. Parley to come forward

club here, Parley entered a lengthy 
and vigorous defense of the recovery 
agencies instituted by the Roosevelt 
administration, and asserted, in ef- 
fect, that had it not been for them 
the country would have been plung- 
ed. Into chaos. 


Need Confidence 


After painting a gloomy picture 


of conditions when President Roose- 
velt took over in 
March, 1933, 


"wreckage on every side," banks 
closed, fifteen million unemployed, 
industry at a standstill, agriculture 
prostrate, Farley sa^d: 


"And yet all that certain of the 


great leaders, who, incidentally, are 
now criticising our course of action, 
had to offer was that Mr. Ropsevelb 
ought to re-establish 
confidence. 


They did not say what kind of con- 
fidence, or In what the people's con- 
fidence might be placed. They mere- 
ly talk vaguely of confidence. It Is 
only fair to say that when people 
have destroyed confidence 
them- 


selves, it is certainly a foolish thing, 
in the process of restoring confi- 
dence, to talk about following the 
ideas of those who destroyed con- 
fidence. 
"It is this princdple that President 


Roosevelt acted upon. He turned 
from their empty advice and created 
a wider circle of leadership. Meas- 
ures were set up which were intend- 
ed to accomplish three things. The 
first was relief, because no humane 
government can permit its citizens 
to starve while there are available 
the means of preventing it through 
relief. These measures of relief were 
emergency measures. They were 
temporary, and, aftr looking upon 
the results, we may say they were 
effective." Farley Critical 
The postmaster general was criti- 


cal of those who talked about "free- 
dom" and accuse the New Deal of 
tending to destroy it. 
"Some selfish men," he said, "who 


are now talking about freedom ap- 
parently mean the kind of freedom 
they enjoyed a few years ago, the 
freedom which resulted 
in great 


prosperity for them and the loss of 
even barest necessities for others. 


"No country is free where a few 


selfish men can, through the ruth- 
less disregard of the principles of 
their stewardship, derive great num- 
bers of the security upon which the 
basis of all human life must rest." 


The NBA has stabilized industry 


and increased employment, Farley 
asserted, and the AAA has mater- 
ially benefitted. the fanners, who "is

administration, and asserted, in ef- 
fect, that had it not been for them 
the country would have been plung- 
ed into chaos. 


Need Confidence 


After painting a gloomy picture 


of conditions when President Roose- 
velt took over 
in 
March, 1933, 


"wreckage on every side," 
banks 


closed, fifteen million unemployed, 
industry at a standstill, agriculture 
prostrate, Farley sajd: 


"And yet all that certain of the 


great leaders, who, incidentally, are 
now criticising our course of action, 
had to offer was that Mr. Roosevelt 
ought to re-establish 
confidence. 


They did not say what kind of con- 
fidence, or in what the people's con- 
fidence might be placed. They mere- 
ly talk vaguely of confidence. It Is 
only fair to say that when people 
have destroyed confidence 
them- 


selves, it is certainly a foolish thing, 
in the process of restoring confi- 
dence, to talk about following the 
ideas of those who destroyed con- 
fidence. 
"It is this princdple that President 
Roosevelt acted upon. He turned 
from their empty advice and created 
a wider circle of leadership. Meas- 
ures were set up which were intend- 
ed to accomplish three things. The 
first was relief, because no humane 
government can permit Its citizens 
to starve while there are available 
the means of preventing it through 
relief. These measures of relief were 
emergency measures. They 
were 
temporary, and, aftr looking upon 
the results, we may say they were 
effective." Farley Critical 


The postmaster general was criti- 


cal of those who talked about "free- 
dom" and accuse the New Deal of 
tending to destroy it. 


"Some selfish men," he said, "who 


are now talking about freedom ap- 
parently mean, the kind of freedom 
they enjoyed a few years ago, the 
freedom which resulted 
in 
great 


prosperity for them and the loss of 
even barest necessities for others. 


"No country is free where a few 


selfish men can, through the ruth- 
less disregard of the principles of 
their stewardship, derive great num- 
bers of the security upon which the 
basis of all human life must rest." 


The NRA has stabilized industry 


and increased employment, Farley 
asserted, and the AAA has mater- 
ially benefitted the farmers, who "is 
25 percent better off now than he 
was on March 1, 1933."

GOOD NEWS for everybody, espe- 


cially organized union labor. The 
general strike, aimed not at em- 
ployers but at the public, has been 
promptly crushed in San Francisco. 
Outside agitators, alleged to hav<< 
promoted the strike against the pub- 
lic rather than against employer?, 
picked the wrong city for their op- 
eration. San Francisco men arc not 
patient when told that a private or- 
ganization will take the place of 
legal government and tell citizens 
what they may and may not do. 


SAN FRANCISCO seems to have 


disposed of its "general strike" much 
more quickly than was done in Eng- 
land or anywhere else. The citizens 
are to be congratulated on the re- 
fusal to compromise or "discuss" 
anything so long as the laws of the 
nation, state and city were defied. 


AND UNION labor is to be con- 


gratulated, as it will doubtless learn 
from Mr. Green, head of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, on the 
[act that it has learned an important 
lesson, namely, that the 123,000.000 
people of the United States must 
run this country, not any group that 
decides to replace the government. 


Union labor will recall with grat- 


itude Mr. Green's emphatic state- 
ment that the American Federation 
of Labor had not 'authorized the 
strike, did not approve it, and had 
nothing to do with starting it. 


WORKINGMEN AND employers 


In the United States will be interest- 
ed to know that in France, among 
all the 40,000,000 Frenchmen, there 
are only nine hundred and fifty- 
seven on strike. 
Of these, seven 


hundred are bricklayers in Paris, 
twenty-seven* are Paris wood-work- 
ers, asking for higher wages, and 
two hundred and thirty are em- 
ployes of a woolen mill at Roubaix, 
who object to a cut in wages. They 
call that "labor trouble" in France.

rowed away with Melvin almost un- 
der the shadow of the guns which 
once guarded New York Ctiy was a 
stocky, ruddy-faced man with a 
nickel-plated revolver and a steely 
glint in his eye. The revolver and 
the steely glint, coupled with an au- 
tomatic shotgun wrested from Pri- 
vate Stephen Grezegorak. Melvin's 
guard, sufficed to keep Grezegorak 
rooted in his tracks for some time 
while the pair made their way, with 
all the nonchalance of a couple of 
fishermen, a mile and a half across 
Buttermilk channel to the Brooklyn 
shore and freedom.
